‘Tip Off System.

A geyser of real beer, spurting five 
feet into the air for more than an hour, 
from a manhole in Emerald avenue, 
last night furnished federal officials 
and police with the basis for an in- 
vestigation of an ingenious “ tipoff” 
system which spoiled another sensa- 
tional brewery raid. | 

The manhole is in the street in front 
of the Manhattan brewery, said to be 
of the same ownership as the Sieben 
plant, and mentioned frequently in 
connection with revelations brought 
about by the Sieben raid. 

Experts who rushed to the scene 
of the chemical phenomenon were not 
at a loss to account for it. They found 
a sewer leading from near the Man- 
hattan vats to Bubbly creek, a few 
blocks away. 

Sewer Too Full of Beer. 

The sewer is a large one and can 
take care of a heavy volume of sewage. 
The sustained spout could mean only 
one thing, it was explained: Tens of 
thousands of gallons of beer (retailing 
yesterday at $65 a barrel) had been 
suddenly dumped into the big drain. 

The spouting was continuous only 
because beer continued to roar through 
the sewer for more than an hour, it 
was explained. 

Raids had been planned for several 
covered indicated that the O’Bannion- 
Torrio gang, alleged operators at the 
brewery, had been advised they were 
to be hit for a second time this week.

Stepflen Albin, 2120 North Leaming- 
ton avenue, was fatally shot last night 
in front of 6118 Medill avenue.

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FIGURE BONUS 
YET? WELL, THIS 
CUTS IT DOWN 


Washington, D. C., May 21.—vVet- 
erans who have been figuring the 
amount of their insurance bonus under 
the new bonus law will get 20 per cent 
less than they had been led to expect. 

This was made clear when Veteran 
bureau actuaries today informed con- 
gress that the list of “factors” re- 
cently compiled by them and made 
public for computation of insurance 
took into account the extra 25 per 
cent of adjusted service cofhpensation 
allowed on insurance certificates. 

This means that a veteran in com- 
puting the value of his insurance 
policy will simply multiply his credits 
at 81.25 ad for foreign service and 
$1.00 a day for home service by a fac- 


tor approximating two and one-half, 
as previously made public, 

For example, a veteran who had 
500 days home service, at 31 a day, and 
had been computing his bonus policy 
at approximately $1,562.25 [$500 plus 
25 per cent, $656, multiplied by two and 
a half] will get only $1,250. [$500 mul- 
tiplied by two and a half], or 80 per 
cent of his original calculation.

Firemen Approve Plan. | 


The new plan, the council was told 
by Ald. Dorsey Crowe [42d], chairman 
of the schools, fire, and civil service 
committee, has received the almost 
unanimous approval of the uniformed 
men of the department. , 

The new ordinance provides for three 
major bureaus in the department—a 
bureau of fire extinguishmert and con- 
trol under Chief Fire Marshal Edward 
J. Buckley, a fire prevention bureau 
headed by an engifieer and a bureau 
of instruction in charge of an assistant 
fire marshal—all under the direct 
supervision of the fire commissioner. 
Heretofore the commissioner has di- 
vided authority with the fire marshal. 

The ordinance reclassifies assistant 
fire marshals now ranked from first to 
thirteenth respectively as division fire 
marshals in charge of prescribed zones, 
and provides for the automatic retire- 
ment of firemen to pension lists when 
they become 60 years old.

AVOID TAX DELAY. 

| The country is in urgent need not merely of 
tax relief but of the earliest possible knowledge 
of what tax burden it must carry. We trust, 


all doubts in favor of signing rather than of 
returning whatever measure may be sent to him. 

The same willingness to compromise for the 
sake of immediate settlement should be shown 


by congress. No measure should be sent to the 


President containing such revolutionary depart- 
ures as that for full publicity of tax returns. 
On the other hand, a conservative tax on undis- 
tributed corporation earnings should be inserted to 
secure fairness in taxation, but if the President is 
seriously opposed to its form it should be modified 
to his wishes. The point is that a determination 
of taxation for the coming year ought not to be 
postponed and both congress and the President 
ought to go as far as possible to agree upon 
a tax law at once. No one is going to be satis- 
fied. The law will be defective. Uncomfortable 
and unexpected result will emerge from its oper- 
ation. But that is true of all tax laws. What is 
needed is the greatest relief we can get as soon 
as we dan get it.

Wo MILLION LAWS. 
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CHILDREN ON TRUCK FARMS. 
INCE so large a proportion of our 
total population lives in the cities 
it becomes necessary for farmers 
at times to go to the centers for 
their emergency labor. A large part of 
what the uninformed call hobos” are 
migratory workers who hang out in the 
cities between seasons of work. These 
migratory workers work in the harvest 
fields in the autumn and in the lumber 
camps and ice camps in winter. Thy 
create a serious health pro>iem. 
The truck farming areas around the 
cities draw on the ranks of women for 


1 la bor needed in urgent times. This is 


especially true of the onion growers. 
Since these workers go homie at night, 
the health problem which they present is 
not cf much consequence. 


‘ — 

The Children's bureau recently has 
published a study of life as it is found 
among the thousands of children of 
school. age who every year cross from 
Philadelphia into the truck farms of 
New Jersey and remain there for several 
months helping to pick strawberries and 
cranberries and to gather other crops. 
This is the sixth of a series @ such 
studies. ‘ 

The children work long hours. A fair 
Proportion of them work more than eight 
hours and some more than ten hours. 
They are croWded together. The number 
of cubic feet of air space and square feet 
of floor space is considerably less than is 
required by ordinances in most of the 
cities. The toilet facilities are primitive 
end inadequate. The water supplies at 
the Camps was generally fair, but the 
children in the fields were poorly sup- 
plied. The children were out of school. 
Some of them went to the truck farms in 
the spring before the schools closed. A 
great many remained in the truck farms 
in the fall untii a month or two after the 
opening of schools. 


a 

No report is made directty on the 
health of the children nor on size nor 
rate of growth. In all probability they 
are saved from serious trouble with con- 
tagion by the season. We send thousands 
of children to the country in summer—to 
camps And outing places for brief vaca- 
tions of play without spreading much 
contagion because there is not much con- 
tagion to spread in hot weather. 

It would be interesting to study closely 
the effects. on health, growth, and vigor 
of children who were spending several 
months working on truck farms and to 
compare those effects with those noted 
in a4imilar group of children sent to the 
country for an outing of play. The effect 
on spirit and charactef of the two experi- 
ences. might likewise be —" studied 
with advantage.

Which is worse, the burning 
sensation from an acid stomach’ or the 
food in it, or the taking of the soda to 
neutralize the acid. . What is preferable 
to soda as an antacia? You may say, 
eat less and choosé more wisely what you 
eat, and don’t ‘get sour stomach.

REPLY. 

Taking soda stimulates the stomach to 
secrete more acid. In this way, taking soda, 
while it gives momentary relief, causes sour 
stomach. It also disturbs the balance - de- 
tween acid and alkali in the system. When 
one as sour stomach he should always find 
the cause and relieve that rather than pur- 
chase momentary relief at the cost of mak- 
ing things worse. Among the causes of 
sour stomach are constipation, abdominal 
adhesions, chronic appendicitis, gall bladder 
trouble, overeating, ber little exercise. 


NOT ERoUdR FOOD. 

N. A. S. writes: My baby is 3 months 
old and I mix his feed equal parts water 
and milk and one tablespoon of dextri- 
maltose. He doesn't seem to be satisfied 
with three ounces, Please let me know 
if his feed is not mixed right and needs 
to be made stronger, or must I give him 
more at each feeding. I give him his 
bottle every two hours. 

REPLY. 

No wonder the baby is raising a row. 

At three months of age as a rule, & baby 
should be fed once, every four hours. A 
few of shem are better off when fed every 
three hours. 

None should be fed every two hours. Six 
or seven ceedings in twenty-four hours is 
enough. 

Three ounces is not enough for a feeding. 
The baby should have somewhere between 
four ani one-half and six ounces, dependent 
on his weight and the capacity of his 
stomach. 

The mixture you are giving is a little rich. 
Nine ounces: of milk and eleven ounces of 
water is & little néarer right. 

You should give orange juice in addition to 
the milk. Get a booklet on infant care 
from your health department.

BERLIN, May 21.—A fortnight of
